ed a search. 
No trace of the little 
on e cou ld be fou n d an y where. 
It 
seemed as if the earth had swallowed 
lier. 
Her play mates did n ot see an y ­ 
thin g of her after she left the school 
an d she cou ld n ot be fou n d a t the 
homes of an y of the family ’s frien ds. 
Six o’clock came an d n o word from 
the little girl. 
The mother was wild 
with grief an d the father was hu rry ­ 
in g first from on e place to an other in 
a fru itless search. 
Nothin g cau ses a 
commu n ity 
to be stirred to 
action 
-qu icker than the 
report of a lost 
child. 
An d comin g as it did, when 
the Whit la kidn appin g case was fresh 
in the min ds of all, it is little won der 
that man y people left off their regu ­ 
la r occu pation s an d qu it their fav o­ 
rite loafin g plaees„to join in a search 
f or thp little on e. 
Those who were 
n ot activ ely 
en gaged in 
searchin g 
•were talkin g abou t the affair an d it 
cau sed n o en d of specu lation . 
Some 
were of the opin ion that the child had 
been drown ed; 
others 
that it had 
strolled aimlessly away bu t some en ­ 
tertain ed the fear that the child had 
been kidn apped. 


Sev en o’clock 
fou n d ^ a broken ­ 
hearted mother wrin gin g her 
han ds 
a n d refu sin g to listen to the con sola­ 
tion of n eighbors an d frien ds who 
hasten ed to her side. 
The 
father 
kept mov in g all ov er 
the city 
an d 
telephon in g occasion ally to reassu re 
his wife that their dau ghter wou ld be 
fou n d. 


“Please mister, can ’t y ou take me 
in . A great big man with a lon g blac£ 
m u stache cau ght me, took me away 
an d left me ou t there in the ceme­ 
tery .» 


It was little An n a Rosen cran s who 
spoke an d fea r was written on ev efy - 
lin e of her paled face. 
She stood 
tremblin g before the door of Adam 
Herbert, who liv es in the rear of E ast 
Hill cemetery . It was dark an d n ear­ 
ly eight o’clock. 
Of all the ou t-of­ 
way an d desolate 
places in 
Ru sh 
cou n ty at n ight, this su rely was on e. 
It was en ou gh to frighten a grown 
person . 
It is n ot difficu lt to u n der­ 
stan d why the 
child cou ld 
n ot he 
fou n d when she tu rn ed lip in su ch a 
locale. 


Mr. Herbert bade her come in . The 
n erv ou s an d almost hy sterical child 
told a harrowin g 
tale that set the 
blood tin glin g an d cold in the v ein s of 
the members of the Herbert family , 
who listen ed with bated breath. An n a 
said the man apporached her an d in ­ 
du ced her to go with him. 
He was 
kin dly with her at firstj bu t n o soon er 
were they in the rea r of the ceme­ 
te ry when lie told her he in ten ded to 
keep her an d that she m u st go with 
him an d n ot scream ou t, lest he might 
kill her. 
She gav e a min u te descrip­ 
tion of the kidn apper. 
When 
they 
waited for a while in the cemetery , 
an d he asked her a n u mber of qu es­ 
tion s, he told her to remain 
qu iet 
while he wou ld go to town an d get 
some whisky that he had forgotten . 
On ce she was alon e she began to cry 
an d to walk an d ru n u n til she was 


fatigu ed when she reached the H er­ 
bert home. 
Mr. Herbert, with all du e 
haste, 
hitched u p a rig an d took the little 
on e to this city to n otify the police 
an d retu rn her to her paren ts. 
H er­ 
bert stopped at the Gran d hotel, that 
a phon e message cou ld he sen t to the 
mother of the girl an d also that the 
police cou ld he started in qu est of 
“the big man \y itli a black mu stache.’’ 
Seated in the rig, the girl recou n ted 
the story to a n u mber who gathered 
abou t, tellin g 
word for 
word, the 
same tale she pou red in to the ears of 
the Herbert family . 
Bu t she su pple­ 
men ted it with an other chapter that 
ex ploded the en tire story . 
“When he left me stan din g alon e, 
there by my self in the dark, a big 
bear came ou t an d grabbed me. 
Bu t 
1 got away . 
Then I saw some lion s 
an d tigers, too.’’ 
Those who heard the last part of 
her story weije eomplex ed an d du mb­ 
fou n ded. 
They kn ew then that the 
child had su ffered from a 
stran ge 
halieu n ation , an d in her v iv id imagin ­ 
ation , con cocted 
the whole 
story . 
Bu t the fac t of her wan derin g to the 
cemetery an d remain in g there u n til a 
late hou r remain ed u n ex plain ed. 
When the tru e story dev eloped it 
prov ed to be most in terestin g. 
The 
child has been sellin g chewin g gu m 
for prizes u n til she was forbidden to 
do so, by her paren ts. 
They did n ot 
wan t her 
botherin g 
people on 
the 
street an d callin g on them at their 
homes. 
The child was determin ed ou 
gettin g a bracelet—althou gh she had 
two— an d for that en d, after school 
was dismissed y esterday ev en in g she 
wen t to the home of the distribu tor 
of the chewin g 
gu m, for a 
su pply . 
A fter she got it, she feared to take it 
home. 
It was growin g late an d she 
started to walk with.n o giv en poin t in 
v iew—ju st an y where, on ly n ot home. 
It happen ed that some men tion u ad 
been made y esterday in the Rosen ­ 
cran s home of Miss Alma Odear, 
school teacher, who died last y ear, 
an d who was held in the highest es­ 
teem by the family an d two of the 
children , who atten ded school when 
she tau ght here. 
Often the Rosen ­ 
cran s hav e gon e to the grav e of the 
school teacher an d pu t flowers there. 
It occu rred to the 
child that 
she 
wou ld go to the 
cemetery to 
that 
grav e. 
On ce she 
was 
there, she 
walked abou t in search of the grav e, 
an d n ightfall comin g soon er than she 
an ticipated, she fou n d herself last. 
Fear ov ercame her an d n o dou bt she 
ex perien ced a most dreadfu l time an d 
thou ght of spooks, robbers, hears, 
an d what-n ot. 
The ex perien ce with 
the man she described was perhaps 
ju st as real to her as if it had oc­ 
cu rred. 
It was fou n d that the moth­ 
er of the child had been readin g Ro­ 
man tic storie#s to her son , a boy of 
thirteen y ears, an d in Alger’s “ Shift­ 
in g For Himself,” the're was ju st su ch 
an in stan ce recorded as the little girl 
tokl abou t, the man with the big black 
mu stache, goin g for 
whiskey 
an d 
leav in g the child alon e. 
Both the father an d mother were 
greatly joy ed to hav e their dau ghter 
retu rn ed to them, safe 
an d 
sou n d, 
ev en thou gh she had 
join ed 
the 
“An an ias” clu b temporarily .

The Latest Victim in The Asto nishing 


Series o f Assassinatio n Is Po pe Hill, 


a 
Pro minent Atto rney o f 
Maco n, 


Who Was Slain in a Friend's Law 


Office at McRea While Preparing to j 


File Additio nal Papers in the Do dge 


Case. 


McRae, Ga., April 6.—That Po pe 
Hill, a pro minent atto rney o f Maco n, 
is the third victim o f an assassin in 
the no w celebrated Do dge land case, 
is the belief o f the autho rities o f this 
co unty . 
The co ro ner’s jury , after a 
careful examinatio n, declared that Hill 
was murdered by “parties unkno wn.” 
Hill was fo und dead in the o ffice o f a 
lo cal atto rney , a bullet in his bcain 
and a revo lver, with o ne chamber 
discharged, grasped in his right hand. 
The co nditio n o f the o ffice indicated 
a desperate struggle. 
The sto ve had 
been turned o ver, the co al scuttle was 
crushed, and the furniture was bro ken. 
On the flo o r lay an unfinished co urt 
mo tio n in, the Do dge case, drawn by 
the dead lawy er, which he came here 
to file. 
Hill arrived here and went to a 
friend's law o ffice to wo rk o n the case. 
A little while later he went to the 
ho me o f the pro prieto r o f a hardware 
sto re and said he had received so me 
threatening letters and wanted a re­ 
vo lver. 
The hardw are man so ld Hill 
the revo lver which was fo und clasped 
In his hand. Hill returned to the o ffice 
and was no t again seen alive. 
The bullet had pierced his right ey e 
and entered the brain. 
Fro m blo o d­ 
stains o n /h e wall, he m ust have been 
sho t while standing up. The first idea 
o f suicide seemed co ntradicted by the 
fact that there were no po wder burns 
o n his face and that there was every 
indicatio n o f a desperate struggle in 
the o ffice, which 
apparently began 
while Hill was In the middle o f the 
wo rk o f preparing his mo tio n fo r the 
co urt to day . 
When bis bo dy was searched a no te 
addressed to him at Maco n was fo und. 
It was written in a childish hand, and 
said: 
“Po pe H ill:—The Next time y o u In­ 
terfere with o ur settlem ent, y o u will 
be bro ke.” 
Instead o f a signature, there was a 
rudely drawn skull and cro ssbo nes. 
The autho rities believe that Hill re­ 
ceived o ther threats after he arrived 
here, which impelled him to buy the 
revo lver. 
He was interested in the 
case, and had spent much time in pre­ 
paratio n. 
The Trail o f Death. 
The trail o f deaths and injuries in 
the Do dge land suit began in 18 9 1. 
In that y ear, Jo hn C. Fo rsy the, who 
represented the N. W. Do dge estate, 
was assassinated. 
After a six-weeks’ 
trial, five men were sent to priso n fo r 
life fo r the crime. 
So o n after this, 
Lucius Williams, o ne o f the claim ants’ 
atto rney s was killed, and fo r weeks 
the entire co unty was in a state o f 
great excitement. 
Since then, there 
have been numero us enco unters gro w­ 
ing o ut o f the case, in which the par­ 
ticipants received severe gunsho ts o r 
stab wo unds. 
The 
Do dge 
lands 
co ver 
so me 
400,000 acres in Pulaski, Do dge, Tel­ 
fair and Lawrence co unties. The title 
rested o n so me ancient land grants, 
and since 18 8 2, there has been co n­ 
tinuo us litigatio n o ver their o wnership. 
Many squatters settled o n different 
parts, and there was tro uble every 
time an evictio n was attem pted. The 
Do dge heirs were kept busy pro tecting 
their title and dispo ssessing squatters. 
Po pe Hill had been retained to rep­ 
resent a new client who se name has 
no t been made kno wn, and when he 
arrived here he carried certain do cu­ 
ments and deeds, which he pro po sed to 
o ffer to the co urt to sustain his client’s 
claim. 
During the past few y ears he 
has made a special study o f this case, 
and has been o ver alm o st every acre 
o f the land. 
The case seemed nearly 
settled, recently , and then the new 
claimant appeared.

Hill was fo rty y ears o ld. was a 
member o f the law firm o f H arris & 
Harris, and leaves a wife and o ne 
child. 
His friends and business as­ 
so ciates are emplo y ing detectives.

Abo ut 10 o ’clo ck in the evening, Mr. 
Ro o sevelt went abo ard the Admiral, 
which will co nvey him to Mo mbasa 
and which sailed at midnight.
